MR.  CHAIRMAN,  LID  IDS  AND  GENTLEMEN, 


I have  the  honour  to  submit  ray  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1952,  The 
report  is  prepared  on  the  lines  indicated  in  the  Ministry  of  Health  Circular 
No.  2/53  dated  22nd  January,  1953* 


The  Crude  Birth  Rate  is  14.4  per  1,000  of  the  population  and  this  rate 
corrected  for  comparability  in  age  and  sex  distribution  with  the  country  as 
a whole  becomes  16.41.  The  Birth  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  15,3* 

The  Crude  Death  Rate  is  10.9  per  1,000  of  the  population  and  this  rate 
corrected  for  comparability  in  age  and  sex  distribution  with  the  country  as 
a whole  becomes  9.8.  The  Death  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  11.3 • 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  was  28.6  compared  with  27.6  for  England 
and  Wales  and  with  14.71  in  1951. 


The  Tuberculosis  Death  Rate  was  0,14  as  compared  with  0.27  in  1951* 


Infectious  Disease. 

The  number  of  Infectious  Diseases  notified  during  the  year  was  118  as 
compared  with  498  in  the  previous  year.  It  must,  however,  be  borne  in  mind 
that  this  decrease  was  mainly  due  to  the  absence  of  Measles  and  Whooping 
Cough  epidemics.  Only  seven  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  were  notified  as  compared 
with  139  in  the  previous  year  and  only  53  cases  of  Measles  as  compared  with 
292  in  the  previous  year. 

Enteric  Group. 

One  case  of  Dysentery  was  notified  during  the  year. 

Food  Poisoning. 

Six  cases  of  illness  caused  by  Food  Poisoning  organisms  were  reported 
during  the  year.  There  was  no  outbreak  of  Food  Poisoning  as  such,  the  six 
canes  being  individual  cases  with  no  established  connection. 

Poliomyelitis. 

One  case  was  notified  during  the  month  of  September  in  a child  aged 
three  years.  The  case  occurred  in  a family  who  had  visited  the  district 
for  the  Hop  Picking  season  and  was  incubating  the  disease  before  its  arrival. 


Scarlet  Fever. 


The  monthly  distribution  of  the  cases  is  given  on  Table  4 and  shows  the 
usual  autumnal  increase  with  a heavy  incidence  in  the  month  of  December. 

Very  little  Infectious  Disease  was  reported  from  the  Hop  Pickers  Camps. 
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Diphtheria  Immunisation. 


During  the  year  the  number  of  innoculations  carried  out  at  the  Welfare 
; Clinics  and.  by  private  Doctors  in  the  district  were  220  primary  and  114 
! reinforcing.  Corresponding  figures  for  the  previous  year  were  183  and 
112  respectively.  It  will  be  noted  on  the  Table  of  Notifiable  Infectious 
! Diseases  that  no  case  of  Diphtheria  was  reported  in  the  district  during  the 
] year.  There  is  little  doubt  that  the  disappearance  of  Diphtheria  in  the 
district  and.  indeed  the  very  low  incidence  of  the  disease  in  England  and 
Wales  as  a whole  can  be  attributed  to  the  results  of  immunisation  which  has 
been  generally  accepted  by  parents  in  this  country,  I do  hope,  however, 
that  the  continued  absence  of  the  disease  in  the  district  will  not  lull 
parents  into  a sense,  of  false  security  thereby  neglecting  the  essential 
step  of  having  their  children  immunised. 

Vaccination. 

During  the  year  191  children  under  five  years  of  age  were  vaccinated, 
the  corresponding  figure  for  the  previous  year  was  194* 

Hop  Pickers  Camps. 

One  hundred  and  thirty-six  Camps  embracing  a total  of  4,393  huts  were 
occupied  during  the  year  by  14,000  people,  411  Camps  were  inspected  before 
and  during  occupation.  The  structural  standard  of  huts  continues  to 
improve  and  64  new  huts  were  built  during  the  year.  Main  water  is  laid 
on  to  122  Camps,  Unfortunately  there  are  still  some  huts  with  earth 
floors  and  the  Bye-laws  do  not  enforce  concrete  floors  in  pre-1939  huts. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  in  the  near  future  this  type  of  primitive  hut  will 
have  completely  disappeared.  Some  of  the  Gamps  were  inspected  by  an 
Inspector  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  who  reported,  satisfactorily  on  them. 

In  conclusion  I would  like  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Council,  and 
especially  the  Chairman  and.  members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  kind 
interest  in  the  working  of  the  Department.  My  thanks  are  also  due  to  the 
members  of  the  staff  of  the  Hoalth  Department  for  their  loyal  and 
conscientious  work  throughout  the  year,
